Mr. Editor,—Your correspondent Chattahoochee iwggestff a Shooting Sweep-' 
sukes, bat of such an amount that it wOgld be impossible to bfin^ many shooters 
toget'ncr the interest in such an affti* would be inhringini from.'fifty to an- 
hundred of the best shots in ihe U. S. to eontbhd for an an^nl pf aome -eomidd^ 
ration, which with an entrance of one hundred dollars womM be obtained^ fW-iftbe 
regulation was not to dose with less than fifty, tint would give $5o6o;'aiid then' 
if it should bring together an* hundrfd, ten thonaand would be » pretfy^m to 
docket, besides the glory Of beating ninety-nine ^rack shooters; for n6 man with¬ 
out some pretention to'the like, would think o/mterii^.' 

It has been mentioned among the N. ¥. shooters, and least thirty are-ready 
to put their names'down tb ihe following. If the pix^e^ors of thU’Beacon 
Course will enter into it with spirit; if wilU be an unpaialleled affair in. thp^ihd^ 
ing world, and put more money in their pockets khap any other spertii^ transacfioii. 
The idea is this—to fdrm a sweqjstake .of SrOO, not to closb witbdees thin fifty, 
and as many more as could be brought tocher by a specific date; twenty doUaro' 
to be put down at the time of subscribing, and ibe badance the* day before c^n- 
mencing shooting; to shopt fifty birds each, 26 yards from*the irapi Ikfiited to 
one and a half ounce of shot, and all to shoot with the same size; the size to -be" 
decided by ballot; the proprietors to'find tbq bir^ gratis, and give, a'dinner .toefe 
day (making 4 or 5 days shooting) to the’subscribers, k-bas 1>ecn suggested that- 
the proprietors should add’ a thousand dollars to the SweeprtakM, bnt.tKe above 
would be less cipense, and give greater saUsfaction.

But a.s we rounded iho Point, the Rochester brought herself a 
full length ahead, leaving the S.vallo-.v d lad in lier wake, instead of riding on her 
swell, U.S hitiicrio. After a resolute but fruitless attempt to regain her [Kjsition, the 
Sw.iUow desisted, and made her land ng at .Newburgh, as the Uoeliester did at 
Poughkeepsie, and above. Thus was virlnally rourluded a trial of spe.-d, in whieh 
two boats ran ride and eidc for fifty-five miles, and iliringthc whole lime ncitlier 
wa.s a length ahead, and the winner at la.sl succeeding by onlv that distance. I pre¬ 
sume West Poml, bv daylight, is not often seen in .May by thoso who leave New 
York at 5P.M. 

As the race had now become a chase, I turned in, an<l left the parties to work 
their own water until half pa.si one, when I turned out again to take a lunar obser¬ 
vation. The Rochester was then making her landing at Coxsackie, 22 miles from 
Albany, tlic Swallow about two miles astern. She had of course made the most 
landings, if landing it can be called to run near enough to a dock to throw a mail- 
bag ashore, without stopping, .She gained here about lialf a mile m this way, and 
was evulciitly still in hopes of profiting by the Rochester's lack of wood—the lat¬ 
ter having been on sliort allo-.vance for the last forty-tivc miles, and ultimately ar¬ 
riving at Albany without a stick She arrived almiit a mile aheail, however, at five 
minutes past 3 o'clock, having made a night passage in 10 hours and 15 .ninules, 
against a strong ebb tide and a {lowcrful current, tlicrc being such a freshet m the 
river that the water covered the Albany docks m some placc.s more than a foot. 

1 should not trouble you with this narrative, Mr. Editor, if ( believed such a race 
calculated to endanger the lives of passengers. I am not'partial to a miscellaneous 
distribution of hot water myself; but in my poor judgment, there is less danger in 
such swift going, where everything is attended to with the utmost vigilance, and a 
landing made in a minute, than where the careless, slow-and-casy jog is taken, and 
ten minutes consumed in a landing. Here i$ the great danger—m long stops, to 
land or receive passengers. Blowing olf steam does not avert it. because thojusl 
apprehension is that the water muv get ton low m the boilers, so as to expose the 
iron to a red heat, on which cold water will be poured when ll»e boat starts again 
Tlic only full precaution against this consists m keeping the engine at work while 
making a landing, which is very rarely done. But who remembers an explosion 
while a boat was under good conduct, clear headway, and with full boilers ? I do 
not. It is tho halt, and not the [lacc, that makes the hazard. 

Let me here say, that between these two crack boats of the river I do not be¬ 
lieve there is a pin's difference in speed. I understeod that the Swallow specially 
prepared herself to do her utmost on this occasion, having her fuel split into oven- 
wood, Ac. I know that she did her utmost, and was beaten; but she had the 
greater nimihcr of passengers, which may countcrbahmcc her superior preparation. 
1 presume she did not run shprt of fuel, as the Rochester did. But this amounts 

to little, since the heat of the race was from New York to Newburgh_55 miles 

side and side, and won at last by the Rochester by a length. 

The starting before the hour advertised is wholly wrong—a grievance to the 
jiublic. The fault lies chiefly with whichever of two rival l>oats makes a premature 
start first. Passing a landing is another grievance to those who may be waiting to 
take passage. Those who are carried by, have their remedy at law, if they arc not 
recompensed on the spot, as I believe they always arc. As to the mail, Amos and 
the Old Line must settle their own differences. 

Will you please, Mr. Editor, in your acknowledged capacity of arbiter of aquatic 
as well as field sports, to favor us with a code cither to repress or to regulate steam¬ 
boat racing as you shall judge proper! I think when two boats are so ntorly 
matched, they ought to agree to give each other five minutes’ start on alternate 
days.

Tke Park.—T he past week has been devoted to music at thi.s hou.se, Madame 
C.ui.in'JAJ Allan enchanting us nightly with her wonderful j-cionco and execu¬ 
tion. Daring her short engagement she has appeared in Rosina in The Barhrr of 
in Cinderilla, in Amina, and in Clari in the Siege of RorhclU. Much dif¬ 
ference of opinion exists as to the merits of this new opera ; some prints profes- 
<edly devoted to mus:c and the arts apparently decrying it as dull, heavy nonsense ; 
—others pronouncing their condemnations in terms more measured, but not less 
decided, ard even hinting that the fair cantairiee, who has introduced it to u.**, 
regards it with ill concealed disgust. Another portion of the press take an entirely 
d.ffereni view of it. and are loud in ihcir approbation. In this class does our 
print rank, as our theatrical readers may well reinetnber. We found verv much to 
ad’.mre in fue Suge ot Rochelle, u{>oii its first representation, and it has since been 
constantly gaining upon us with its admired chorusses. its rich and pathetic con- 
certsd passages, h may, perhaps, be held a confirmation of this latter view of tiie 
opera, t.hat it has drawn much fuller houses than cither of the others ciiunieralcd 
above. U e think this fact shows the good taste of the town ; not that Mr. BaLfe 
U to be classed with Rossini or Bellini, but it is plain that his productions ar« not 
C6’a;enicd entirely wortliless. 

Great changes have been made in tho casts of the different operas, by the ab¬ 
sence ef .Mr. Brough, the engagement of Mr. Morloy, and the promotion of Rh-h- 
1 N 6 S. The assumption hy the latter gentleman of the part of Michel created 
some sensation. He was more successful than wc anticipated, but still far behuid 
Mr. Brocch. It is all nonsense to cram down vindications of siicli changes, by 
praising the acting of .Mr. Richings. Allow that he docs fair justice to the jiart. 
still it IS by his singing, not by his fine acting. 

Mr. Morley. with his very fine, rich voice, is a great acquisition to tlic Park 
company. We hope his engagement may be renewed, or rather that he may he 
permanently incorporated With the company. Wc are to learn that .Mr. Uloiils 
i» determined to render ihe orchestra more complete and effective, and that decided 
measures arc already in progress to attain this end. 

-Mr. Fredericks took a benefit on Tuesday, and .Mrs. RicHARnsoN on Thurs¬ 
day. Wc regret that on neither occasion was the attendance commensurate with 
4heir deserts.

Skcond Rack —The match between Messrs. Iuvjnostos and Stockton was 
a different son of an affair. Job is one of the very finest colts Mr. Livingston 
ever bred, and no man has bred more or belter ones in this country, while the Miss 
Mattie filly Caroline would be a trump card in anybody’s hand. The match was 
for $1000 a-side, P. P., Mile heats, and the betting very heavy at 2 to 1 on Job.

,1 (0 time and imjiortance. It is not necessar>*, however, to judge of this rare 
^^fifaratiTcly; taken by itself, it is certainly an exiraordinaiy race, and is well 
calculated to entitle the competitors in it to the most elevated place on the Ame¬ 
rican turf, until some other aspirant can be found to equal or eclipse them. 

On starting for the first heat, Peyton took the track—Duane close up under a 
steady p'llh until they entered the back stretch of the 4lh mile, when one of the 
most beautiful struggles ensued to the close of the heat wc over remember to 
have wiliies.-«ed—it was one of those close and doubtful things, that until within 
a short distance of the winning jmst it was impossible to say whose heat it was to 
Bets were offered freely 2 to 1 upon Duane at every jump, as they eaine up 
the quarter stretch, his friends confident to the last that he must win the heat. 
Pevton beat him, however, by half a length. Bets at starting were 100 to 40 
upon Duane against the field—after the first heat, even against Peyton 
(.)n starling for the 2d heat, Duane jumped off'“ wide awake,” and took the 
lead, Peyton moving rather stiff, and discouragingly, as wc thought, for his 
backers. He soon, however, shook off his momentary lethargy, and got under 
way in right down earnest, for before he had entered the back stretch at the tup of 
the hill, he was several lengths ahead. It was evident that orders had been given 
to the riders to go along from the jump ; at it surely enough they went. “ When 
Oreek meets Greek, then comes the tug of war.” 'I’he first 3 miles were beauli. 
fully and doubtfully contested (run in 5:51), when the bad condition of Peyton 
betran lo tell—'.he apprehension entertained by his friends that he was too high in 
flesh, was now every jump becoming more and more fully confirmed. .41 the com¬ 
mencement of the 4ih mile it was very evident he could not win. He continued 
his stride steady enough, however, until the last half mile, when his rider linding 
he could not possibly “ endure unto the end” like a good Chn.stian. to obtain tlie 
crown of glory, very jirudcntly moderated his pace, and let Duane win the heat 
m7;58L which lime would, of course, have been considerably reduced, had Pev- 
lon contended to the close of the race. We think, judging from the manner in 
which they both cooled off that they might have run out the heat in 7 or 8 seconds 
less than it is reported. 

After the second heat. Peyton was withdrawn, and Duane allowed to walk round. 
Various opinions have been expressed as to the prob.ible result of the race, bad 
the orders given to the riders been different. Whilst on one side, it is thought, 
that had Duane niadejilay in the first heat, instead of trailing as he did, in the ex¬ 
pectation of being able to win the heat by a brush, he might have decided the race

Hampton—whom I am sure I need not say lo you, every one that knows his many 
excellent qualities must delight lo honor—between whom and Col. Heth lliere is 
so much similarity in many respects,—so many striking and peculiar characteris¬ 
tics apparent, calculated to bind them to each other,
